WHEREAS, The common council of the city of Mankato
e»mbiB. did, on the fourth day of July, A. D. one thousand eight

hundred and seventy, adopt a certain resolution relative
to the issue of bonds to James H. Stewart, his represen-
tatives or assigns, which was approved by the mayor of
said city on the sixth day of said July, and published as
required by the laws and regulations, of said city on the
ninth day of July, in said year, which resolution was as
follows :
